does not help—so far as it acts it

The main instrument made use of

are given off by matter undef certain 
hconditions in’ great. numbers, which 
fly “with incredible speed approaching 
the speed of light, and which in a suf- 


ficiently high vacuum are beautifully 


amenable to control. 

‘Electrons in motion_-constitute, a 
current, and & stream of them can 
be deflected either by a magnet or by 
an electric charge brought near them. 
Suppose, then, that an  oscillatiing 
electric charge, oscillating in gorres- 
pondence with ‘the vibrations of the 
into 
neighborhood of a stream of electrons 
‘this stream can be made to vibrate 
in. unison. It can be laterally de- 
flected or waved to and fro, if that 
ig what is wanted; or it can be alter- 
nately enccuraged or retarded, if. that 
is preferable. It responds to every 
impulse, and it responds instantly. 

Ordinary mechanical relays though 
quick in the ordinary sense of quick- 
ness, are not instantaneous. They 
necessarily possess inertia, and so to 
some extent they lag. But the lag of 
a stream of electrons, if anything at 
all, is a matter of millionths ‘or bil- 
lionths of a second. They act in- 
stantaneously. Hence the response 
is perfect ad follows the minutest de- 
‘tail. 

To get such a stream of electrons 
many ways might be employed. Ul 
tra-violet light falling on a metal is 
one method; X-rays is another. But 
the simplest plan is to employ a hot 
wire. A suitable wire can be kept 
hot by an electric current, and it can 
be made one of the poles of a battery 
so that a stream of electrons con- 
stantly emerges from it. This stream 
can be controlled,as has already been 
vaguely indicated, by a multitude of 
devices, some of which have been al- 
ready described and used—used very 
effectively—but none of which is as 
likely to have reached perfect!on. 

That is the principle. The rest is 
detail—fine and ingenious detail, Lut 
detail which can take many forms, 
and these forms are more suitable 
for description in the technical press. 
Suffice it to say that such a device, if 
talked to, can supply a current vary- 
ing with all the tones of the voice; 
and. this varifying current can be 
used to transmit electric waves after 
the usual methods adopted in wire- 
less telegraphy, which has been 
brought to such practical success by 
Mr. Marconi. 

Then at the other end an ordinary 
wireless collector can receive them, 
can reproduce feebly the varying 
electric currents which originated 
them, and can then hand them over 
to a vacuum relay supplied with 
local energy, where they will modify 
an clectron stream in the way 
above indicated. The feeble received 
‘current can, in fact, so control the 
stronger electric current which the 
relay is emitting from a local battery 
that every fluctuation can be impart- 
ed to that stronger currént. This 
electron-derived current, relayed 
again if ‘desired, can thenbe applied

A few ,months- ago the Rhodes 
scholarships trustees \ advised the 
committee of Alberta that the elec: 
tions of Rhodes scholars which’ had 
been postponed during the war would 
now be proceeded with and-that nom: 
inations for the years 1917 pad 1918 
were in order. 

The committee realizes that the sit- 
uation was somewhat seriously. com- 
plicated through a number of” pros: 


.pective candidates being still’ over- 


seas. The trustees, however, preven- 
ted any further complication with’ re- 
spect to qualifications of. candidates 
for postponed scholarships by. decid- 
ing that any candidate who.-was eli- 
gible for election in any particular 
year would be‘deemed to be still eli- 
gible for election’for that year, even 
though now beyond the upper limit 
of eligible age. — 


FOUR CANDIDATES d 


The members of the committee of 
selection now in Alberta, met at gov- 
ernment house Wednesday- eventng 
last to consider the applications of 
four candidates now in the province, 


all-of whom had responded to their 
country’s call, and some haq rendered 
conspicuous service at the front. The 
committee judged all four applicants 
well worthy of election as Rhodes 
scholars, but, not having before them 
the applications of men. still -over- 
seas, was unable to make nomina- 
tions. 

In view of the situation the ail: 
ministrative officers of the Rhodes 
Trust offered to co-operate with the 
Alberta committee in making final 


choice and the committee on this sug- 
gestion decided to transmit the appll- 
cations of the four candidates with 
accompanying documents to the ad- 
ministrative officers of the trust ‘and 
to ask them to confer with President 
Tory, who {fg a member of the Alberta 
committee and is still overseas, so 
that, as far as possible, the men still 
on active service may have equal 
chance with those returned.

. MEDICINE HAT.. 


Medicine Rat,. _ Aug. 8.—Consider 
able mystery..surrounds the .disap- 


pearance from. the inside of the en-|’

orial tablet donated and erected some 
two years ‘ago- by ‘Major B.C. Ban- 
well, of Medicine Hat, to. commemor- 
ate the heroic acts of the 3rd Cana- 
dian-Mounted: Rifles on the :field “of 
battle. ,,The tablet, which. was. un- 


veiled with scarcely any public cere-|- 


mony, was furnished::by -the major, 
whose name, in large letters appears 
at the base. Late last evening’ three 
men, presumably returned. - soldiers, 


but~who evidently sought to-uide this] <7. 


fact by .appearing without hats or 
coats, entered the city hall and com- 
menced to remove the memorial tab- 
let. from the wall. The janitor ob- 
jected to this procedure and called 
the police, to whom the men stited 
that they had been directed hy the 
Officials in attendance at the 3rd C. 
M.R. banquet, which was being held 
at that time, to remove the tablet und 
convey it to the banquet hall, where 
it was to be draped with the flag 
Upon the explanation the police al- 
lowed it to be taken ‘away. 

The tablet never reached tho ban- 
quet hall, nor were there any instruc- 
tions given by those in charge of the 
banquet as to the removal of it. The 
feeling is that the tablet, which has 
met. with considerable disapproval 
from the returned men of the ard C.

The clever Iroquois 
landed on an island in the lake and 
there dug holes in the° ground in 
‘which they intended to hide and 
await the return of the Ogibway.

Now, with ‘all theve trained - men, 
ag well as much good material for 


~ developing more pilots, the Canadian 


government talks of Canada doing 
without a flying force.- Some time 
~ago Hon. S. C. Mewburn, Minister of 


. “Militia, brought down his estimates 


and stated that it was proposed to- 
have a small force, probably one 
squadron, connected with the militia 
and: defence forces. Latest reports 
point to the disbanding of the two 
Canadian squadrons at present in 
England and it is further said that 
Canada will refuse the offer of some 
:200 planes offered to the country by 
England, with the exception of a few 
‘machines which would be kept for 
view in museums. 

This points to a belief that Canada 
will: not have a force-at all or will 
have a force not of sufficient strength 
to be of any service. It seems a pity 

“after Canadian airmen have made a 

name as the best in the world, that 
the country should allow this very 
important branch of the modern 
fighting machine to fall into decay. 
Australia ig to have a force of nine 
squadrons, New Zealand four and 
South Africa one, while it is pos- 
“sible that India will have one squad- 
ron. 

That several squadrons would be of 
use and would pay their way is dem- 
onstrated by the reports of success- 
ful operation carried out by flying 
services from different parts of the 
continent. .In the American reports 
of aero-mail -services for the month 
of June, the first month that the ser- 
vice has been in anything like gen- 
eral use, the following points are 
brought out; Over 19,603 pounds of 
mail were carried a matter of 19,825 
miles ‘at an average speed of 97.8 
miles an hour. In not one instance 
djd any plane fail to meet the sched- 
ules. If this can be done in_ the 
United States in the initial month of 


- the service, does it not point out the 


great value a rapid, light mail ser- 
vice would be in Canada? 

In the news column every day one 
may see stories of successful enter- 
prises such as timber cruising by air, 
forest ranging and prairie fire rang- 
ing: reported on. 

With Canadas’ long boundaries 
what more sensible than a system of 
boundary patrols by this branch of 
the service? As for the making and 
manning of the planes Canada is 
well fixed. She hag already plenty of 
Pilots and mechanics; while the 
plants that turned out airplanes dur- 

«ing the war are available for the ser- 
vices of peace. 


UNION GOVERNMENT’S RECORD. 


At a moment when the Unionist

The Toronto Star, by no means an 
enthusiastic supporter, quotes the 
following as “things accomplished by 
the Union Government,” which could 
have been “accomplished by no party 
administration”: 

The passage of ‘the ediiscription bill 
whereby the army was maintained at 
full strength and: enabled to do its 
share in the war. The maintenance 
of the Excess Profits- Tax which 
powerful interests sought to destroy. 
The adoption of the income tax with 
its super-tax which hit the wealthy 
men in their sorest spot, the pocket- 
book. The limitation of the profits 
of the packers .to 11. per cent (which 
as the Star. points out. would have 
been impossible if the: opposing in- 
terests had been able to saw off.one 
party against the other as they have 
too often done). The introduction of 
prohibition and the suppression of 
the liquor traffic during the war. The 
abolition of patronage in the outside. 
civil service, and in the purchasing of 
supplies for government departments. 
The taking over of the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company and the 
decision to purchase the Grand Trunk 
Company. The creation of a Board- 
of Commerce to bring down the high 
cost of living and to curb profiteer- 
ing. ‘The “abolition of titles in Can- 
ada. Tariff changes, including the 
free list on which are placed wheat, 
flour and potatoes. 

This is not a bad record for_a gov- 
ernment which has been in’ existence 
for only a little over a year and a 
half. The Toronto Star is ‘satisfied. 
While it admits the Conservatives 
look coldly on a government’ with 
Liberals in_it and: the Liberals dislike 
a Conservative Prime Minister, yet 
it concludes that “more progressive 
measures have been introduced and 
put into effect by the Union Govern- 
ment ‘since it came into office that 
the country has got from any preced- 
ing one-party Administration, or 
would have got from any such Ad- 
ministration, Liberal or Conserva- 
tive, during the same period. .The 
coalition enabled reforms- to be in- 
troduced which would not otherwise 
have been possible.” 

Union government has its weak- 
nesseg and defects, but it-cannot be 
said, in view of the above record to 
have been either a failure or a m1s- 
take—Vancouver World.

SOUTHERN ALBERTA STOCKMEN 
ASKED NOT TO SACRIFICE THEIR 
STOCKS. , 


The Department of Agriculture has 
appointed John Glendenning to re- 
ceive cattle of consignors in South- 
ern Alberta and dispose of them at 
Calgary Stock Yards- and make re- 
turns to consignors ag is done by 
regular commission agents. This is 
to check the sale of stock to specula- 
tive buyers who are combing the 
country in which the people are suf- 
fering most from ‘drought. 

Owners of cattle are warned by the 
department that there is no need of 
sacrificing cattle stock at the prices 
which some of it is being sold for at 
present. The open stock yards at 
Calgary and Edmonton are absorbing 
all stock at a fair price at present. 
Farmers in central and northern Al- 
berto™are scnding in orders for stock 
and the consizniug ef stock to ceatral 
markets is the right method of selling. 
It involves the least expense to the 
consignor and likewise the least ex- 
pense to the purchases. The farmers 
of central and northern Alberta can 
nearly all stand increases to their 
cattle stock. In addition to “this de- 
mand there will be no less than four 
thousand head of cattle purchased 
under the Live Stock Encouragement 
Act during the next two months. It 
ig desirable tnat these not be offered 
all at once but should be moved into 
the market gradually. The kind of 
stock most desired is yearling and 
two year old heifers with a limited 
number of dairy cows. Shippers 
who wish their stock to be handled 
by the department should consign 
direct’ to Mr. John Glendenning at 
Calgary. It may be consigned like- 
wise to any of the regular commis- 
sion firms at Calgary and: Edmonton. 
The *Live Stock Commissioner -at Ed- 
monton should be notified of the miak-

Then a fel- 
low would know where he is at all 
the time and have exact data to go 
on. I anticipate that my trip back 
will be even easier than my trip to 
this side of the mountains. 

Capt. Hoy said that, the first thing 
he saw after passing over Calgary 
and coming toward the landing field, 
near Bowness Park, was a glimpse of 
a rocket burst.
